1 . The amendment field on 04/15/2008 has been entered and considered by 
Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3 and 7-1 7are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 : 

The closest prior art of record Takahara et al. (US Patent No: 6545653 B1) 
teaches a display device with pixels arranged in columns and rows are connected to 
adjoining control lines or data lines. Some of the control lines being connected to a 
plurality of delay units such that only every other control line is connected to a particular 
delay unit of the delay units, but Takahara fails to teach each of remaining control lines 
is not connected to any delay unit.
